According 
to the report, thermocouple meas- 
urements in the center of the stacks 
and in the corners showed that stor- 
age temperature frequently is not 
reached until after two to six weeks.

Since soil tests have shown good 
levels of both phosphorus and potash, 
neither element has been used in Ziel 
ke’s fertilizer program.
